eral grand Jury- 
The defendants named are being 
■ought in eight states. All wars 
accused of conspiracy to counsel 
bund members to resist service in 
the armed forces of the United 
States and of conspiracy to con­ 
ceal bund affiliations in filling out 
alien registration forms. 
In all, 29 defendants were named, 
28 of whom miso were accused of 
conspiracy to evade the selective 
service act. 
Correa, also filed denaturalisa­ 
tion complaints in the U. S. dis- 
trict court against 27 persons, some 
of whom were named in the indict­ 
ment while others were described 
as additional bundists and Axis 
sympathisers. 
Among those named were Frits 
Kulm, former national leader of 
the bund, who is now in prison on 
a larceny conviction. 
“We intend to put the bund out 
of business,” said Correa. 
He said numerous singing so­ 
cieties have taken over bund ac­ 
tivities and continued to foster 
Nasi beliefs. The Indictments strike 
at leaders In New York, New Jer­ 
sey, Pennsylvania. Illinois, Minne­ 
sota, Indiana, Washington state 
and California. 
For the last two months inves­ 
tigations into the bund have been 
in progress and at least two wit­ 
nesses committed suicide rather 
than testify before the grand Jury.

A bulletin from British imperial 
headquarters said Gen. Sir Claude 
J. E. Auchlnleck’s Eighth army, 
bolstered by fresh troops and big 
American tanks, “continued their 
pressure on the enemy. - who ex­ 
tended his southern flank to the 
west.” 
Nazis Refuse To Tangle 
"Our battle groups engaged and 
dispersed several small enemy col­ 
umns,” British headquarters said, 
while front-line dispatches indi- 
dicated that Gen. Rommel’s weary 
troops were refusing battle. 
A German communique asserted 
tersely that “in the fight for El 
Aiamein, several enemy counter­ 
attacks supported by tanks failed.” 
Gen. Auchinleck’s British imper­ 
ial armies thus, sought to develop 
a westward trend in the 14-day-old 
Battle of Egypt. 
A steady stream of troops, tanks 
and guns was reported moving up 
to the front, in the EH Aiamein 
sector 65 miles west of Alezan 
dria, and dispatches said It was 
believed that a token force of 
American tank soldiers was fight­ 
ing alongside the British.

Timoshenko Stages Counter-Offensive 
In Effort To Relieve Pressure On 
Troops In Voronezh Sector

Adolf Hitler’s invasion armies, exploiting a swift 120-mile 
break-through, appeared to have cut direct communications 
between Russia’s northern and southern armies in a grave turn 
of events in the Soviet campaign today, 
Hitler’s field headquarters reported that tank-led Nazi troops had 
captured the important city of Voronesh, on the Moscow-Roetov rail­ 
road. which is the principal rail communication between the Red 
armies of the north and sooth. 
While the Germans lunged across the upper Don, a Vichy broad* 
cast reported that Marshal Se in eon Timoshenko’s armies had opened 
a violent counter-offensive at Isyum and Kupyansk, on the southern 
flank of the Ukraine battlefront, and had driven the Nazis back across 
the Krasnaya river. 
The goal of this drive would he to imperil the German flank and 
possibly bring about the collapse of the farthest Nest sweep to Voronesh. 
Simultaneously, the $Tasi-controlled Paris radio asserted that “the 
Germans are advancing from Voronezh in the direction of Porovlno,* 
140 miles east of Voronesh. 
Voronesh, a city of 212,000 population, lies IO miles east of the 
Don river, about half way between Moscow and Rostov. 
The Paris radio said the Moscow-Roetov railway, the last major 
rail connection between Moscow and the Caucasus, had been cut Th* 
line runs through Voronezh.

The weight and fierceness of Hitler’s mammoth offensive against 
the Russians In the Kursk-Kharkov sector gave us blunt warning of th* 
dangers which the Allies must surmount during the next few crucial 
mon the. 
It is. of course, a matter of grave concern that the Nazis have 
bludgeoned their way 120 miles-h- 
eastward to the Don river, thus 
threatening the gateway to the 
Caucasus. But this great advance 
should cause neither surprise nor 
despair. 
Hitler is flinging one million men 
against the Bolshevist positions in 
the valley of the upper Don. Ha is 
making a wholesale sacrifice of life 
in an effort to wash out his past 
failures. 
Now when you get that much 
pressure thrown against any battle 
line. something has to break. We 
must expect Russian reverses dur­ 
ing the furious fighting which ta 
ahead of us. Thii shouldn’t blunt 
our belief that the Allies will keep 
Hitler out of the Caucasus- 
The Hitlerian strategy la plain. 
His offensive Is calculated: 
I.—To sever Russia's communi­

By State Board Now Proposed

COLUMBUS. July 7—The state board of liquor control will hold 
a public hearing soon on a proposed regulation vesting rigid censor­ 
ship of all liquor advertising to the board. It was learned today. 
* 
The hearing date bas not been set, although all perm it holders have 
been asked to submit suggestions on regulation. 
Highlight of the proposal is that no sign, illustration or advertise­ 
ment shall be illuminated inside!* 
o r outside the prem ises of a per 
m lt holder, advertising besr o r in 
toxlcating liquor, when sale of such 
product Is prohibited by law. 
It would not apply to advertis­ 
ing of 3.2 beer. 
Locations of state liquor stores 
or names of perm it holders selling 
particular brands could not he ad­ 
vertised in connection with cer­ 
tain brands. 
Liquor, wine or high power beer 
could be advertised by radio only 


when they can be sold s t retail, a l 
though present regulations perm it 
such advertising after IO p. rn. 
The proposed regulation would 
prohibit any mention of tbe palata 
bility, quality or price, or any par­ 
ticular advantage that might he 
gained from drinking the adver 
Used product. 
All advertising copy, except that 
for 
newspapers, 
catalogues 
or 
magazines, would be submitted to 
the liquor departm ent for approval 
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of every IO recommendations made 
for certain Improvements. 
"Council Is sincere In its deter­ 
mination to give the people the 
type of governm ent which they de­ 
serve."

The important facts from the 
Allied standpoint are that the Axis 
forces have been stopped and that 
the Allies, at least for the moment, 
seised the initiative from their 
enemy.

That may be a correct estimate, 
but both sides have taken such

It will be surprising if Hitler 
Isn’t holding considerable strength 
in reserve, and we may expect 
some bitter fighting, and many 
dark days for the Allies, before the 
issue is decided. 
It is encouraging to see that the 
Allied commander, Gen. Sir Claude 
Auchinleck, was on bis toes and 
ready to seise an opportunity. 
Rommel is one of the most re­ 
sourceful leaders of our time, and 
our danger is still terribly grave. 
This counterattack, which de­ 
veloped even as the conflict was 
swirling madly through the burning 
desert sands, was a brilliant tact­ 
ical move by the canny Scotsman 
in whose hands the fate of Egypt 
rests. It was one of those fast- 
thinking actions for which Rommel 
himself has become famous. 
What happened apparently was

of heart trouble since May 21. 
He died last night.

T Us* been IO years since th e Democratic national 
convention a t Chicago discovered that Its best 
candidate for th e presidency of the United States 
to succeed H erbert Hoover was Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt, governor of New York. 
Mr. Roosevelt prom ptly began the task of outlin­ 
ing for the public an alternative program designed 
to cut out the crumbling political ground from under 
President Hoover. It Is a question now—and to some 
It was a question then—w hether Mr. Hoover ever had 
ah outside chance to overcome the combination bf an 
Aggressive opponent and his own bad luck In being 
chief executive when the repercussions of tbs F irst 
W orld w ar finally hit the Unltsd Statas. 
But th e question Is academic. Mr. Hoover lost, 
and the Democratic party In 1933 undertook the or­ 
ganisation of the federal government for tbs first 
tim # since 1913. 
There can be no doubt now th at Mr. Roosevelt 
and bls advisers had no inkling of the shape of 
coming events. Their policies, as proposed In the 
campaign, were adjusted quickly to m eet circum­ 
stances which altered the new adm inistration’s di­ 
rection so radically within a year that In many par­ 
ticulars It seemed to be trying to move in two direc­ 
tions at once. The record of those tem pestuous tim es 
when action tor action’s sake seemed Ito be the only 
constant policy of the government Is beginning only 
nov- to appear in proper persectlve. 
One fact is emerging that went unnoticed, except 
by a few alert observers, during all the years* from 
IMS to 1940—th a t the United States was caught 
In th# maelstrom of w hat ultim ately would go down 
in history as the pre-war decade. World events w ere 
shaping the destiny of this country—a contention 
of Mr. Hoover's th at the Democrats rejected scorn­ 
fully nntil their victory in the campaign gavt their 
leader responsibility.

W hen wnr finally becam e Inevitable and political 
unity was made possible a t last, his ability as a 
leader emerged In full proportion!; his capacity tor 
action and his large vision ware Indispensable then. 
A t the end of the deoade In which he has been 
a. national symbol of political leadership hla stature 
is greater than a t any previous time.

Also Is Needed Urgently To Keep Army Going

than oil. W ithout food for the soldiers and workers tcho a rt 
making mechanized warfare possible, fuel for tanks, planes and 
trucks would mean little. This is a survey by a Wide World 
correspondent, who bases his conclusions on official observations 
of the German food situation.

Nothing but exceedingly favor 
able weather, 
conducive to 
the

by shortages of labor, machinery 
draft animals, fuel, fertilisers and 
Insecticide! can save him. 
So far, the w eather has been 
against 
Hitler. 
Farm

got off to a slow start after being 
delayed by a spring four to six 
weeks late.

This Is the way American of­ 
ficials size up the situation. Their 
view is based upon information 
received from Europe through va

Case Of Circumstantial Evidence 
PROBABLY no single bit of w ar news could be 
* 
less surprising than the navy announcem ent of 
a spy being uncovered in the Caribbean area. There 
has been a plain case of circum stantial evidence In 
tbe area ainee Germany began its blockade of At 
lantio coastal shipping. 
Tbe Germans would have been fools lf they had 
not prepared Caribbean facilities for refueling their 
submarines, and there was ample reason to believe 
even before the w ar began that the Germans had 
no Intention of passing up the chance presented by 
the scattered land m ass of a region handy to the 
coming scene of operations.

It should be roughly equivalent 
in each instance to the total production ot the largest 
United States shipyard for a t least a year in effect 
on the submarine campaign.

The Virtue Of String Saving 
p\A lL Y increasing emphasis on conservation in all 
things is calling attention once more to the 
virtue of string saving. String now is only one of 
a long list of things to be saved and used over 
again, instead of wasted. 
It is not amiss in the course of the transition 
from wasting to saving to wonder what may be the 
cumulative effect on this prodigal country. While 
some parts of It, New England, for instance, never 
took seriously the fallacy that it was cheaper to buy 
new than to use old, the general tendency has been 
In th at direction for a number of years. A habit of 
thought and action had been established that will 
not be easy to overcome as the needs of war call 
on consum ers to save just about everything that 
comes Into their hands. 
By the same token that It is not easy now to see 
the possibilities of saving It will be hard when the 
saving habit has been strengthened to revert to 
wastefulness. Tbe ball of string that became a na­ 
tional symbol of frugality—and a source of mild 
am usem ent—will be restored to good standing. The 
point of view that kept It from passing out of the 
American scene Is an asset of extreme value in war 
production.

ETROIT—If output by Henry 
Ford's Brazilian plantation is 
indicative, the nation’s rubber sit­ 
uation faces a brighter future—in 
the opinion of Archie Johnson, 
well-known rubber expert. 
In Detroit for liaison work be­ 
tween tbe company and the gov­ 
ernm ent, the head of the Ford

COLUMBUS, July 7 — Ohio’s 
greatest revenue source, the 
percent sales tax, will show 
loss of approximately 13,342,000 
for the first six months of this 
year compared to the correspond­ 
ing 1941 period, State Treasurer 
Don H. Bb right reported today, 
Estimating receipts for the last 
IO days of June, Ebright figured 
the sales tax produced 226,340,930 
ia^the period, against 129,683,033 
for the first half of last year. 
Total 1941 sales tax receipts 
were about 261,000,000. 
For the four-week span ended 
June 30, receipts dropped ll,014,- 
899 below the 1941 period. 
Should this rate of decline con 
tinue, the yearly loss would ap­ 
proximate 29.000,000, Ebright said 
Greatest revenue loss wa* on 
classifications 
governed by war 
priorities.

ic artist and pottery authority, who 
told the American Designers’ inst! 
tuts recently that "the American 
dinnerware industry has made and 
will continue to make revolution­ 
ary progress in machines and tech 
notogy.” 
Mr. Thorley, who headed a pro­ 
gram featuring outstanding author­ 
ities from various industries, dis­ 
cussed "What Does the Dinner­ 
ware Industry Demand of the De­ 
signer in Mass Production?’’ 
He told the group a t the New 
York meeting, ’’these new machines 
and techniques are but tools in 
the hands of the men using them, 
but the qualified designer will 
make these tools work for him 
and produce beauty in the daily 
lives of our people.” 
Can Be Technically Perfect 
He declared that in the modern 
social structure mesa production— 
if properly directed—is capable of 
producing technically perfect ware 
with euch inherent beauty as will 
enrich the lives of all people, 
rather than a few,* and forecast 
that when a designer can produce 
objects of beauty In utilitarian 
ware, “then the commercial sue 
I of mass production Is as­ 
sured.” 
"The designer not only has the 
manufacturer to please. 
He must 
meet 
the requirements of 
the 
wholesale and retail distributors 
and their needs for designs with 
a million dollar appearance, a lim­ 
ited cost and a profitable merchan­ 
dising volume. 
The qualified 
designer,” 
Mr. 
Thorley went on,” has the power 
not only to satisfy the manufac­ 
turer and sales organization. 
He 
can go far beyond the every day 
requirements and make significant 
contributions to the progress of 
the industry. These contributions 
will help to build a permanent mar­ 
ket for the American potters.” 
Geed Designer Is Versatile 
The qualified designer must be 
versatile, the local artist pointed 
out. 
In the mass production of din­ 
nerware the designer must have 
an adequate knowledge of clay and 
clay working, decorative techniques 
and 
processes, 
production 
coct, 
market demands, plant routine and 
the sales policies of the organiza­ 
tion of which he Is a part. 
He must coordinate his ideas 
with those of the various depart­ 
ments of his firm and then pro­ 
duce ‘best sellers’, though at times 
he may see aesthetic considera­ 
tions go into reverse.” 
Mr. Thorley then laid before the 
group one of the seldom-discussed 
problems of the designers, as it 
Is considered a "sore spot"—the 
question of piracy. He said cand­ 
idly: 
Progress in the field of design 
Is retarded by inadequate patent 
laws, which at present afford in­ 
sufficient protection to the design­ 
ing of shapes, patterns or styling. 
Robbed Of Enterprise’s Rewards 
’’This lack of protection is a 
severe hardship to the progressive 
manufacturer who frequently is 
robbed of the reward merited by 
his vision and enterprise. 
"In addition to infringements by 
foreign competitors 
(particularly 
Japanese), piracy is commonplace 
within the confines of our indus­ 
try,” Mr. Thorley alleged. 
"I regret to say it is not con­ 
fined to the email manufacturer 
alone, who does not employ the 


(services of a designer, but to the 
larger factories where full-time art 
directors and designers are em­ 
ployed. The brain child of the de­ 
signer is despoiled only enough to 
change the design slightly. 
The 
original idea remains intact. 
"Ethically this situation is re­ 
grettable, and the effects of such 
depredations on the progress of 
the industry are deplorable. 
Copying Discourages Ideas 
"The progressive manufacturer, 
Mr. Thorley pointed out, "is dis 
couraged from further pioneering 
developments and originality 
is 
penalized. 
He knows lf he suc­ 
ceeds in creating a new design or 
style which becomes a h est seller’, 
copies and imitations will appear 
speedily as the offerings of his 
less enterprising competitors. 
"To get a picture of the indus­ 
try’s products you have only to via 
it any manufacturer’* sample room 
This policy results In severe price 
competition and many times what 
could become a distinctive Ameri­ 
can styling, Is forced from the 
market because, due to many imi­ 
tations, it has become unremuner­ 
ative. 
Destructive competition of this 
kind will disappear only when 
each manufacturer establishes hie 
own styling and character and 
maintains It, permitting the other 
man to do the same. 
It has worked In England for 
centuries. 
It can work in Amer­ 
ica. 
Each Should Be Individual 
When the products of each 
manufacturer can be identified by 
the hallmark of his 
individual 
workmanship then our industry 
will have taken a definite step 
forward. 
"The story of American pottery 
manufacturing," the speaker re 
counted, “goes back to Colonial 
days when the tableware used 
by the wealthier families of those 
times was imported from the old 
world, principally England. Wedge­ 
wood and Spode vied with the fin­ 
est of Chinese ‘Ming’. 
The potter, in those first years, 
oftlmes was a farmer who made 
vessels of clay to serve his house­ 
hold needs or the local oommun 
ity. 
The domestic production of 
white dinnerware had its begin 
nlng about 1860 and since that 
time there has .been rapid and 
successful progress. 
Protective Tariff Is Safaguard 
"Protective tariff, however, has 
afforded continuous shelter against 
the importation of foreign ware 
It is safe to say that without tbs 
protection of such a tariff, the 
existence of a table ware Industry 
in this country would be highly 
improbable. Despite the high tariffs, 
the Japanese and central Euro­ 
peans until recently made serious 
inroads into the American table­ 
ware field. 
"In 1929 our domestic potteries 
supplied 50 percent of the table­ 
wares for national consumption. 
"In 1940, due to wartime curtail 
meats of imports, principally from 
Germany and Japan, the United 
States pottery industry supplied 
80 percent of domestic ceramic re­ 
quirements. 
"Today this percentage is sven 
greater.” 
Recently there have been Indi­ 
cations that the domestic consumer 
is 
favoring 
the 
acceptance 
of 
American dinnerware, Mr. Thor­ 
ley asserted. 
“This la not due entirely to In­ 
ternational warfare,” he said, "but 
a significant comment on the con­ 
tribution made by the qualified de­ 


signers who are possessed of vi­ 
sion. 
"The industry must not rest on 
this single bit of encouragement. 
It must consolidate all the unique 
opportunities now being presented 
and endeavor to build a firmer 
acceptance of American ware. Ef­ 
ficient nationwide publicity is es­ 
sential at this time and the quali­ 
fied designer can make worth­ 
while contributions to the complete 
establishment of American table­ 
ware. 
"New 
forms, 
new 
decorative 
styles will evolve when the ere* 
tive designer, in a logical and ra 
tional manner, using modern me­ 
chanical devices as new tools. One 
abstains from attempts to coerce 
the machine into making a type 
of ware which only the handicrafts 
man Is capable of making satis­ 
factory. There have been a num 
ber of interesting explorations into 
this type of endeavor. 
"During the last few years col­ 
ored glazes In both strong and 
pastel tones have been extremely 
popular for kitchen and informal 
tableware. 
Decalcomania 
is the 
most generally used method of ap­ 
plying decoration to tableware. Un­ 
derclass transfer prints also have 
a popular appeal and afford the 
designer many opportunities for 
new developments. 
Bilk Screen Proeess Adapted 
"The silk screen process has 
been adapted sucessfully to the 
decoration of dinnerware. This pro­ 
cess, which offers great possiblli 
ties for the development of a dis­ 
tinctive sylpe, inherent in the pro­ 
cess itself, thus far has been used 
only to imitate existing decorative 
types in a cheaper manner. 
"The possibility of creating beau­ 
tiful tableware via the machine 
method have been investigated to 
only a slight degree,’A said Mr. 
Thorley. "The wise designer will 
make the machine work for him, 
not the designer for the machine. 
The installation of machinery in 
the potteries has not resulted in 
unemployment. 
On the contrary employment 
has been increased considerably. 
When the machine and its impli­ 
cations have been accepted fully 
by the designer, manufacturer and 
the public, a new style trend will 
be born. 
With the world as it is today." 
Mr. Thorley concluded, "any at­ 
tempt to forecast the shape of 
things to come would be extreme­ 
ly hazardous. 
It la safe to say, however, that 
in the future, the designer’s con­ 
tribution to the tableware industry 
will be of greater Importance than 
ever before.”

Bank Report Shows Dip 


Br Th* Am cIi M Pmm. 
CLEVELAND, July 7 — War 
Bond sales are below quotas in the 
Fourth Federal Reserve district. 
The Federal Reserve Bank of 
Cleveland noted today that through 
June 27, "sales of War Bonds of 
Series E, F, and G by financial In­ 
stitutions and through payroll al­ 
lotment programs operating In the 
Fourth district failed to equal the 
rate reported in May. 
"With June quotas for the en­ 
tire country one-third higher than 
those of May, it would appear that 
the June goal was not being at­ 
tained locally. Sales of War Sav- 
ings Bonds in June up to the 
27th of the month totaled 239,530,- 
OOO, compared with 244,814,000 in 
all of May.” 
The figures do not include post­ 
office sales. They were contained 
In the bank’s monthly business 
survey of the district covering 
Ohio, eastern Kentucky, Western 
Pennsylvania and the West Vir­ 
ginia Panhandle. 
As for retail trade, "In the 
four weeks ended June 20 dollar 
sales of reporting Fourth district 
department stores were only frac­ 
tionally larger than those of last 
year. Taking into account the gen­ 
eral rise in prices during the last 
12 months, physical volume of 
trade has declined below year-ago 
levels.” 
That department stores are well 
stocked by the bank’s report that 
’at the present time total store in­ 
ventories are more than twice as 
large as they were In January, 
1941,” and even when “allowance 
is made for seasonal differences, 
the Increase is 89 percent.”

Cooking Carrots 


In These Recipes 


Brings OutTaste

"tJ'A T your carrots; they’re good 
X-# for you.” How many young­ 
sters have been given this admoni­ 
tion and still haven’t liked carrots. 
They are good for all of us, and it 
la too had lf we don’t like them. 
They contain vitamin A content, 
which is very helpful In keeping 
the eyes in good condition. Many 
children nill eat raw carrot sticks 
with relish, but they have to he 
coaxed to eat them cooked. There 
are a number of other ways to 
serve carrots that help make-them 
appetizing for those who are not 
fond of this bright-colored vege­ 
table. 
Today’s Menu 
Baked Shoulder Lamb Chops 
Baked Potatoes 
Carrot and Cabbage Salad 
Beet Greens 
Strawberry Shortcake 
Coffee or Substitute 
Carrot And Cabbage Salad 
t bunch carrots 
I small cabbage 
Salad Dressing 
Grate or chop young carrots 
(they are at their best picked from 
your own victory garden and quick­ 
ly washed), mix with an equal 
amount of shredded cabbage and 
serve with your favorite salad 
dressing. Cooked carrots are best 
steamed until tender, and served 
with butter and a sprinkling of 
parsley. 
Crisp carrot sticks are made by 
slicing the carrots into thin sticks, 
which are then crisped in ice 
water. A little lemon juice added 
to the butter served over carrots 
gives them a nice flavor, and a few 
drops of onion juioe is a help if 
one likes the flavor. Chopped or 
grated carrot and peanuts are a 
pleasant combination for a salad. 
Mix and serve on lettuce. Carrots 
may also be combined with green 
peas or celery, or whole tender, 
cooked green onions. 
Biscuit Shortcake 
2 c. flour 
2 tsp. all-phos- 
Vt tsp. salt 
phate baking 
% c. milk 
powder 
4 tbsp, shortening 
Sift flour, then measure and 
sift again with salt And baking 
powder; cut in shortening and mix 
to a soft dough with the milk, hav­ 
ing milk as cold as possible. Turn 
dough onto well-floured board and 
roll or pat with the hand until it 
is about three-quarters inch thick. 
Cut into individual biscuits or into 
two rounds that will fit into a 
medium sized pie tin. Bake In quick 
oven, 450* F., for 12 or 15 minutes. 
Split biscuits or separate halves of 
rounds, butter, spread with berries, 
sprinkle with sugar, put other 
round on top, top with berries and 
whipped, slightly sweetened cream. 
Or if you prefer the cake type of 
shortcake, use the following recipe 
for the cake: 
Economy Shortcake 
2 c. sifted cake i c. butter 
flour 
I c. corn syrup 
S tsp, baking 
I egg . 
powder 
y3 c milk 
I tap. salt 
I tsp. orange 
rind 
Sift together flour, baking pow­ 
der and sa lt Cream butter, add 
half cup syrup gradually, creaming 
until fluffy. Beat egg lemon col­ 
ored, add remaining half cup of 
syrup, beating while adding. Stir 
in grated orange rind, add sifted 
ingredients alternately with milk 
to creamed mixture, mixing well 
after each addition. Bake in two 
oiled eight-inch layer pans in a 
moderate oven (375* F.) for 30 
minutes. Spread bottom layers with 
sliced and sweetened berries, add 
too layer, top with berries sod 
whipped cream if liked.
